The severed head of a fine shepherd 
dog that had bitten a little boy was 
carried into the office of Dr. Carl Fisch.

Sunday afternoon Milton Beall, 3-year- 
old son of J. W. Beall, a printer, who 
lives at 6404 Hazel avenue, went to visit 
Richardson's little son. On the front 
porch he was met by the family dog, 
which snarled at him and snapped its 
téeth in his face, lacerating the skin on 
the left jaw. 

Richardson took the boy home and told 
the parents what had happened. Beall 
took his son to Dr. Carl Fisch, who 
Pasteurized the abrasion. Richardson 
shot his dog, beheaded it and took the 
head to Dr. Fisch, who said the animal 
had a bad case of hydrophobia.

CHICAGO, April 6.—‘‘Don’t have reg- 
ular habits. You are a weakling if 
you de.

TORNADO AT MARION, ILL.. 
SWEEPS FARMS, INJURING MANY

MARION, Ill, April 6—A_ tornado 
sweeping from southwest to northeast 
across Williamson County about 5:30 a. 
m. today wrecked many buildings here 
and in Pittsburg, a mining town six 
miles northeast, and on the farms be- 
tween the two towns. 

Many persons were slightly 
by flying debris. 

Edwards’ mills here were unroofed 
and .the Marion ice plant was wrecked.

Death was due to an 
overdose of morphine and strychnine, 
taken hypodermically. Miss Shaw was 
a nurse from New York City. She has 
a brother living in Montreal. 

Several letters were written by her, 
including one addressed to Dr. G. Scott 
Towne, Health Officer of Saratoga, in 
which she said: 

My Dear Boy: Unfortunately I 
have got very fond of you, so the 
breaking of our engagement means 
to me complete wreckage.- Don’t -get 
another girl to love you. Yours,

P. S.—No mother has a right to 
Spoil a son’si life. When two people 
marry they should be given a chance. 
Every woman knows this. 

Miss Shaw evidently had made 4ll 
preparations for her death. When found 
she was lying on the bed with a silk 
robe wrapped about her and her arms 
folded across her breast. <A hypoder- 
mic syringe and a box containing mor- 
phine vials, one of which was, empty, 
were found at her side. 

On the dresser were half a dozen let- 
ters. The woman came to Albany yes- 
terday. Among the letters was one to 
Mrs. MacKenzie, Free Delivery Route 
No. 2, White Plains, in which Miss Shaw 
wrote: . 

I am frightened and lonely, but it» 
seems to me's0 much worse to go 
on. Love toll of you, Isabelle and 
others. 

In a letter to her brother, Allen C. 
Shaw, Montreal, Canada, to whom she 
left all her possessions, she directed the 
payment of $1000 to Mrs. Samuel Carey 
of West Forty-sixth street, New York. 

Miss Shaw was head nurse at the 
Saratoga Hospital during the years 1905- 
6. Her home was said to be in Canada. 
Dr. Towne, beyond saying that he had 
been engaged to Miss Shaw and had 
broken off the engagement, would make 
ny statement today. 


LAWYERS GOT $10,000 DAILY 
FOR REORGANIZING RAILWAYS 


Present Attorney-General Received 
$200,000 for Three Weeks’ 


Work. 

CHICAGO, April 6—That George Ww. 
Wickersham, now Attorney-General of 
the United States, and Louis C. Kraut- 
hoff of New York were paid $200,000 
each in fees for work in connection with 
the reorganization of Chicago street 
railways several years ago was revealed 
today during an examination by repre- 
sentatives of the City and Whicago Rail- 
ways Co. on the “joint account’’ be- 
tween the city and the railway com- 
pany. 

It is estimated that the legal services 
for which Wickersham and Krauthoff 
received this enormous sum occupied 20 
days of their time in Chicago. Thus each 
attorney was paid at the rate of $10,- 
000 a day.

MANY ARRESTS MADE 
Frequent Trips to Police Sta- 
tion, Though “Indians” 
Are Not Seen. 








Early reports Tuesday indicated that 
in wards represented in the combine of 
the House of Delegates 1here was whole- 
sale trading of Democratic candidates 
for Ed Koeln, Republican candidate for 
Collector. In some cases the “‘scratch- 
ing’’ of other Republicans, including 
Fred H. Kreismann, candidate for the 
mayoralty, was made the consideration 
for Democratic support for Koeln. 

Although the chief beneficiary of these 
compacts in wards whose delegates were 
in the combine, Koeln was suffering 
notably in the Twenty-fourth, Twenty- 
fifth and Twenty-eighth, where the'in- 
dependent vote is usually heaviest. 

Two hours after the opening of the 
polls there was plenty of evidence that 
Democrats in the Twenty-seventh Ward 
were exchanging votes for Koeln in re- 
turn for support for Woerner, the Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Mayor. 

The Twenty-seventh Ward was for- 
merly the home of Fred H. Kreismann, 
the Republican ,aspirant to the mayor- 
alty, but it is lieved that certain in- 
fluences traceable to members and offi- 
cials of the House of Delegates are re- 
sponsible for the bartering of his name 
for Koeln’s. 

Kriesmann voted at 10 a. m. at 4300 
Olive street, and Woerner at 9:30 a. m. at 
Michigan and Lafayette. 

Reports eariy in the day were to the 
effect that in Senator Tom Kinney’s 
bailiwick—the Fourth and _ Fifteenth 
wards—James Hagerman Jr., Democrat- 
ic candidate for Collector, was being 
‘scratched’ for Koeln, but this had 
little confirmation. 


Democratic candidates are fearful of 
the issue in wards which were con- 
cerned in the combine in the House of 
Delegates. It is believed that Repub- 
lican members of the combine—nearly 
all of whom are friends of Koein—have 
negotiated secret deals in his behalf 
with their late Democratic associates. 
The wards mentioned in this connec: 
tion are the First, Second, Third, Fifth, 
Fifteenth and Sixteenth. 


Woerner Gets Independent Vote. 

Woerner, Democrat, was credited with 
a large share of the independent and a 
relatively important Republican vote in 
the Twenty-fifth and Twenty-eighth 
wards. On the South Side Woerner is 
not meeting the expectation of Demo- 
cratic leaders, who believed that his 
residence and acquaintance in that sec- 
tion of the city would give him a bigger 
advantage than Wells had there four 
years ago. 

A convenient, if not wholly satisfac- 
tory explanation of this situation is 
given by the Democratic leaders. They 
charge Weorner’s relative weakness in 
his own district tothe activity of the 
brewerles. 

In general the Democrats’. are 
working in harmony and with industry 
for their ticket. Factionalism seems to 
be playing little part in their voting, 
although the personal preferences for 
particular candidates are factors. 

The most reasonable claim made i 
behalf of Woerner is that he will have 
a majority not less than was given 
Wells four years ago. Those who take 
that view of Woerner’s chances say 
that he is not being opposed, as Wells 
was, in the Third, Fifth, Fourteenth, 
Twenty-second and Twenty-fifth Wards, 
and that he will receive as large a vote 
as Wells got elsewhere. 


Republicans Claim 10,000. 

None of the Democratic leaders is 
making in private @ claim of more than 
2000 majority for the head of their ticket. 
In public, however, they are putting the 
figure at 5000 or more. 

Republicans are, confident in all parts 
of the city and are predicting the elec- 
tion of their whole ticket. The maxi- 
mum mafority—that of Kreismann—they 
are estimating at 10,000. 

Democrats began the day with a rela- 
tively small amount of Cash for the 
legitimate needs of the precincts. The 
Republicans are said to have’ and seem 
to have a very large supply of cash. 


Many Arrests, Few Indians, 
Although detectives, scouting in auto- 
mobiles, reported, three hours after the 
polls opened that they had not seen a 
single Indian’ in the downtown wards, 
arrests on charges of fradulent registra- 
tion were continuous. |

the monopoly, for when time is given 


them to dissolve the trust, they must 
come knocking at the door of this court 
for permission to do business, and the 
court can determine whether its decree 
has been complied with. The court, also, 
has power to decree that no new corpor- 


ation shall be organized for the purpoge 
of continuing business in the same way 
and evading its decree. 


Injunction at Any Time. 
“Our courts of equity have power to 


meet any emergency—to enforce legisla-. 
tive acts ‘and protect the people in their 


an injunction. 

“In the case of the Standard Oil Co., 
the power of great wealth, agreements 
with railroads, secret methods and op- 
pression show the growth of its control 
over commerce, 

“The defense will probably declare 
that it has ceased to employ these 
methods—that secret rates have been 
abolished, that oppression has been 
stopped. Why has this been done? Be- 
cause, when this suit was filed, it be- 
came necessary. Also, this monopoly, 
since it has grown all-powerful, no long- 
er needs many of the methods by which 
it grew into power, 

“The English common law forbdae mo- 
nopoly. Even such local monopelies as 
Were known in early England were un- 
der its ban. The monopolies we have 
are more dangerous. They not only fix 
prices, but they prevent the growth of 
business.”’ 

Freight Sate Compared.

Rates Violated Law 
‘The testimony plainly shows,” he 


said, “that many of the unfiled and un- 
published rates used by the Standard 
Oil Co. in the transportation of pe- 
troleum, were in clear violation of the 


Sherman act, as well as discriminatory 


againsi its competitors.” 

He also charged that the defendants 
rates, neither filed 
nor published, as interstate rates, in 
plain violation of the old Interstate 


Commerce Act. In supporting this po- 


sition Kellogg quoted at length from 
the Interstate Commerce Act and the 
later Hepburn law. 

1-ellogg touched upon the alleged 
abuse of rates between Whiting and 


Evansville, Ind., via Illinois, stating that 


shipments over this route were clearly 
interstate and that the tariffs mould 
hawe been .: led. 

Refused to Obey Laws, 

“The Standard’s pipe lines have re- 
fused to comply with the laws of Con- 
gress, requiring them to act as com- 
mon carriers and file tariffs with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission,” was 
his declaration. 

Speaking of the monopoly in the trade 
of railroad lubricants, Kellogg said that 
the Pennsylvania Railroad got its lu- 
bricating oll at 38 to 50 per cent of the 
price paid by the Vanderbilt or New 
York Centra] lines. He mentioned in 
this connection the fact that Penn-} 
sylvania Railroad interests and Stand- 
ard Oil were in close financial associa- 
tion. 

“It will not be disputed by the de- 
fendant,” said Kellogg in summing up 
his argument, “that rebates have been 
received.”’ 

Extire Argument Is Disputed. 

Judge Sanborn interposed a ques- 
tion. “Would it not be better,” he 
asked, “to wait until we see whether 
the defense is ready to concede this?’ 


Moritz Rosenthal sprang to his feet. |. 


“The entire line of this argument 
will be disputed all the way through,” 
said the Standard’s $1000-a-day law- 
yer, emphatically. He made no specti- 
fic objection to allowing Kellogg: to 
continue, and the St. Paul prosecutor 
went on to the end in the manner he 
had apparently intended to. 

Kellogg,: in his closing ~- utterances, 
sharply criticized the decision of the 
United States Court of Appeals that 
overturned the Landis $29,240,000 fine. He 
charged that a secret rate was given 
the Standard by the Chicago & Eastern 
Illinois from Whiting to Evansville. 

“The rate was concealed in through 
rate charges,’’ said Kellogg. “A secret 
tariff was maintained by the railroads 


for the benefit of the Standard. This was 


a violation of the law, regardless of any 

opinion to the contrary.’’ 

Taft's Definition of Monopoly. 

In giving a definition of monopoly, 
which the deferse has stated that it 
would ask from the Court, Kellogg 
quoted President Taft's judicial def- 
inition: 

A’ monopoly is an aggregation 
having control of a business or en- 
terprise, which was secured by use 
of improper methods, such as un- 
fair competition. 

Rosenthal, speaking for the defense, 
said Tuesday: 


The full significance of this suit 
against the Standard Oil Co. iias not 
dawned on the American people. If 
the Gevernment succeeds in procur- 
ing an order restraining the subor- 
dinate corporations frem paying div- 
idends to the Standard it will hold 
in its hands an instrument with 
which it can at will destroy the in- 
tegrity of every big enterprise in 
the United States. 

Court adjourned soon after noon until 
2 Pp. m. 

During the recess the four judges 
glanced over the brief of fact of the 
defense.

Action of Foreign Office 
Taken at Request'of United | 
States. 





PORT OF SPAIN, TRINIDAD, April 
6.—At the urgent request of the State 
Department at Washington, communi- 
cated to the London Foreign Office, the 
British Government has decided not to 
permit Cipriano Castro, former president 
of Venezuela, to land at Trinidad. 


Cipriano Castro is returning to the 
West Indies from Europe with the 
avowed purpose of recovering the presi- 
dency of Venezuela. He left France on 
March 26 on board the steamer Guade- 
loupe. Where he proposes to land in the 
West Indies is not definitely known. 
His original intention was to leave the 
steamer at La Guaira, the Port of Ca- 
racas, but the Venezuelan Government 
at first refused its permission. 
Subsequently this refusal was with- 
drawn and it was intimated that Castro 
could land on Venezuelan soil, but at 
his own peril. It was then said that 
Castro would leave the Guadeloupe at 
Trinidad to await developments and 
watch his opportunity from that port. 
It was also said that he might con- 
tinue on to Colon for the same purpose. 
The Guadeloupe is due at Trinidad April 
10 and at Colon April 15. 

Gomes Expected te Resign. 
The latest advices from Caracas in- 
timated that Juan Vicente Gomez, the 
President of Venezuela, contemplated re- 
signing in favor of one of the vice- 
presidents of the republic. 
There are other men besides Gomez 
who want to keep Castro out of Vene- 
zuela provided they can get the presi- 
dency. Prominent among these is 
Francisco Alcantara, one of the richest 
men in Venezuela, a graduate of West 
Point and a great traveler. 


Postoffice Fail to Close for 
Election, 


In spite of Mayor Wells’ proclamation | 
making election day a public holiday, 
the only persons to take advantage of 
it were saloon keepers, bartenders an: 
those employed by’ the city ‘itself. -Ail 
the offices in the City Hall, except the 
election commissioners’, were closed to 
business.

Business houses, banks and the Post- 
office remained open and conducted 
business as usual.

The circuit courts were in session as 
»usual. The courts only recognize State 
and national election days as occasions 
to suspend business. 

The managers of the clearing house 
took legal advice and came tothe con- 
clusion that a municipal election was 
net within the spirit of the law regu- 
lating elections. 


600 SALOONS AND TEN tt 
BREWERIES HIT BY “DRY” VOTE 


Nineteen Counties in Michigan.Are 
Won for Prohibition, Eight 


Remain “Wet.” 

DETROIT, Mich., April 6—More than 
six hundred saloons and ten breweries 
will be forced out of business in the 
19 counties of the State which voted 
“dry’’ at yesterday’s election. In the 
eight counties which the liquor inter- 
ests carried there are about 300 saloons, 
giving the Anti-Saloon League victory 
over two-thirds of the saloons which 
they attacked. 

The slender majority of 41 votes which 
the “drys” received in Jackson County, 
where there is a population of 47,000, in- 
dicates the bitterness of the fight. A 
recount is considered a certainty in 
this county. Washtenaw, Berrien, Mon- 
roe and Ottawa counties were the four 
big ‘‘wet’’ victories. Washtenaw, with 
the University of Michigan within its 
borders, rejected prohibition by 800 ma- 
jority. In Berrien the “wets” secured 
2000 majority, in Ottawa 1500 and in 
Monroe 1900.

RENOUNCES CITIZENSHIP IN 
STRANGE LETTER TO GOVERNOR 


No Reason for Native American’s 
Action Is Given in Unusual 


Document. 

TRENTON, N. J., April 6.—In a brief 
letter to Gov. Fort, which gave no rea- 
son for the writer’s unusual action, 
Fredus A. Proctor Jr., American-born 
son of American perents, today re- 
nounced his American citizenship. The 
communication, one of the strangest 
ever received at the executive chamber, 
reads: 

This is to certify that I, Fredus 
A. Proctor Jr., the legally born son 
of Fredus A. Proctor and his wife, 
Miami Proctor, born at Asbury Park, 

* State of New Jersey; on Nov. 20, 
1882, being free from financial and 
legal obligations, do hereby renounce 
all allegiance to, and ~natural-born 
citizenship rights of, the United 
States of America. 

FREDUS A. PROCTOR JR. 

In the présence of Julius Pepper, 

Jeanne Pepper, New York, April 

2, 1909. 

Accompanying this renunciation was a 
note to the Governor, also dated from 
New York, in which Mr. Proctor said: 

“You will receive by mail a certifi- 
cate of renunciation. The action being 
unusual, please permit the assurance 
that it is done with very high inten- 
tions.”’ 

No other explanations were given for 
this unusual proceeding.

LYONS, N.. Y., April 6.—Dr. George T. 
Yorka, testifying today in the trial of 
Mrs. Georgia Allyn Sampson for the 
murder of her husband, Harry Sampson, 
testified that when he performed the 
autopsy on Harry Sampson's body he 
‘found ne powder marks but that there 
Were long scratches about the wound 
and on Sampson's chest. 

Dr. Yorka was the second witness for 
the tion. The first was Charles 
W. Van Buren, an architect, who iden- 
tified a map and a plan of the Allyn 
“homestead where the Sampsons lived 
with Mrs, Sampson's parents. 

District Attorney Gilbert in his state- 
ment to the jury of what the State ex- 
peected to prove, said when discussing 
thé motive that there would be evidence 
concerning a letter which had been sent 
to Mrs. Sampson, but was found by her 
husband, who told his father-in-law that 
he would not live with Mrs. Sampson 
any longer. 

Quarrel About Letter. 
‘On the night before the shooting, Mr. 
Gilbert said there was a quarrel! over 
ene of the letters and Sampson and his 
wife had frequent quarrels over her 
numerous trips away from home. Mr. 
Gilbert asserted that Sampson made a 
‘will at the solicitation of his wife, mak- 
ing her the sole beneficiary of his 


estate. 


The defense wil) take the stand that 
Sampson committed suicide, shooting 
himself with his favorite rifle. He then 
recocked the gun, it will be argued, 
stood it.in a corner of the pantry where 
the fatal shot was fired and then, stag- 
gering into his mother-in-law’s room 

fell dead. Evidence will be introduced 
to prove that Sampson threatened self- 
destruction a few hours before the 
tragedy, saying to a member of the 
Allyn family: ‘I would rather die than 
live with her (meaning his wife) an- 
other day.”’

HIS FRIENDS SAY

He Had a Nickel-Plated Weap- 
on, While One in Evidence 
Is Blue Steel. 








Whether or not Constable Samuel J. 
Young was armed when he was shot 
and killed Sunday afternoon by Fred 
Mohrle, promises to be an interesting 
point in the coming trial of Mohrle, 
who was released Monday night, under 


bonds of $3000 furnished by John E. 
Morische, salodn keeper, 2000 Cass ave- 
nue. The mystery of a revolver fin- 
ished in blue steel, found clasped in the 
dead man’s hand a few minutes after 
the shooting, will figure in the case. 

Friends of Young declare that the 
only revolver he owned was a 38-cali- 
ber weapon, nickel-plated and pearl- 
handled. The weapon found is of the 
same caliber and make, but it is blue 
steel. Young’s revolver, his friends as- 
sert, was locked up in his desk at the 
time of the shooting. 

It is asserted that for some time the 
pearl-handled weapon was in the pos- 
session of Thomas Egan of 815 North 
Ninth street, a personal and politica] 
friend of Young, until Saturday after- 
noon, when Egan returned the revolver 
to its owner. 

Both Mrs. Young and Wilfred Etienne, 
a half-brother of the slain man, declare 
that they never knew Young to have 
any revolver other than the pearl-han- 
died one. Three men testified at the 
Coroner's inquest Monday that they saw 
Young stagger out into the street after 
he was shot, but did not see a weapon 


Jin his hand. 


Five days before his death Young re- 
newed the license for his saloon at 
1400 Franklin avenue, paying $362 cash. 
Under the law his widow will be unable 
to recover this money or any part of 
it. The saloon is closed. If reopened 
a license must be acquired in the name 


of the person operating the saloon. 


Excise Commissioner Caulfield points 
out that this law works a hardship 
to the widows of saloon men, and it is 
an interesting fact that State Senator 
Thomas E. Kinney, whose political Neu- 
tenant in the Fifteenth Ward Young 
was, introduced in the Senate not long 
ago a bill to relieve this identical situ-

JUGGLING WITH PROHIBITION. 

We learn from one party organ that Reput- 
lican trickery is responsible for a situation which 
will result in the State Legislature’s adoption of 
the resolution submitting the prohibition amend- 
ment to a popular vote. The opposite party organ 
charges it to Democratic juggling. Yet it is de- 
clared that a majority in both houses—the Dem- 
ocratic Senate and the Kepublican House—op- 
pose the resolution.

The Legislature cannot afford to consider the 
question from any other than the standpoint of 
intelligent, broad-minded statesn’:nship with full 
realization of all the consequences of a false step. 
Petty politics should be thrust aside. The public 
welfare is paramount. The legislator who fails 
to vote his convictions ~n the qucstion cannot 
evade the responsibility of his act. He cannot 
shift it from his own should::s by pleading “poli- 
tics” or charging others with trickery.
